Demonstration 
Rocks Saigon 
But Ky Controls

— New antigovernment 


demonstrations rocked Saigon 
and Hue today, but Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky's military re- 
gime appeared to be making 
some headway toward ending 
the grave political crisis that 
has threatened to tumble It.

the difficulties with dissident 
military men in Da Nang can 
be resolved peacefully. 


A few hours after his optimis- 


tic statement, 1,000 demonstra- 
tors surged through the center 
of Saigon tonight, wrecking a 
Vietnmese newspaper office on 
the way. The youths moved out 
from a student headquarters at 
Whistle commands from a group 
of young Buddist monks'. 


The mob gathered strength 


as it surged downtown and at- 
tacked the ground floor office 
of the paper Song, smashing 
machinery and furniture with 
knives and sticks. The demon-
